Circuit Court Notes. 


Daniel Holland, who pleaded guilty to 


stealing a 82 sack of flour from Samuel 
McEoberts1 store last summer, was sen- 
tenced yesterday afternoon to 90 days in 
the county jail, and to pay a fine of Si- 
Holland said he was drank when he and 
young Ballentine stole the Hour, and 
that he had been in jail three months. 
Judge Vail said he couldn't see that it 
would make nny difference if the prisoner 
remained in jail until the graes got green, 
and so he wns sent down until April 2/. 


Attorney J. J. Finn made an effort in 


open court to procure the original indict- 
ment in one of the liquor cases to be 
called up for trial. He had first made 
the demand of the clerk, who tola him 
he could cot have the original bill, but 
would be supplied with a copy in due 
time. Judge Vail zuied on the point in 
favor of the clerk, who he said was the 
proper custodian of the papers and could 
not, except at some risk, hand out the 
original papers that might get mislaid or 
lost. He said the attorney could be sup- 
plied with a copy, and that on the trial if 
liny serious question arose then the orig- 
inal indictment might be produced for 
inspection. 
Attornsy Fir.n suggested 


that he had ciinse to believe that the law 
had not been complied with in the en- 
dorsement of names of witnesses on the 
indictments, and without seeing the bills 
he could not settle the question. He 
said the law required the foreman of the 
grand jury to write the names of the wit- 
nesses on the indictment. The Judge, 
State's Attorney and Clerk smiled at this 
claim, and the Judge said that that was 
drawing the question a little too fine. An 
order was entered that copies be supplied 
in all cases. It is a big job for the clerk. 
There are about 75 indictments and the 
counts in each range from 12 to 50.

The gentleman was State's Attor- 
ney Hicks, of Piatt county, who had 
come over from MonticeUo to look after 
a party unknown who had stolen a fine 
dun horee from A. W. Orison, of Lodge, 
Piatt county.

"I will tell you how to get a Russian 


steam bath at home that will be nearly 
as satisfactory as if you paid $1 for it at 
an lianiuiam," said the physician. "Just 
have a big firebrick heated red hot in the 
kitchen range and place it upon an iron 
stool or some such thing. Then stand a 
chair over the stool. Sic down on the 
chair and have a four leaved screen put 
around you, with a blanket thrown over 
the top. Thus you will find yourself in 
a sort of closet/and, having been previ- 
ously provided with a jug of hot water, 
vou'amuse yourself by pouring it very 
slowly over "the hot brick. The water, 
transformed immediately into steam, fills 
the inclosed space and at once induces 
violent perspiration." 


"It would take more than SI to induce 


me to go through such a self inflicted 
ordeal," remarked The Star reporter. 
"A cold batli is good enough for me." ^ 


"Do you mean cold air or cold water!" 
"Why, cold water, of course; I never 


heard of such a tiling as acold air bath." 


"Cold air baths are excellent, never- 


theless, and I strongly recommend them 
as a tonic for persons who are not strong 
enough to indulge in cold water. 
In 


taking one the bather should open a bcd- 
roonTwindow wide—upon rising in the 
morning i.-. the proper time-anJ stand 
in the cold air perfectly nude, mean- 
while rubbing the limbs and body vigor- 
ously with a dry towel. Thcro is no 
danger of catching cold, even when the 
thermometer is down to zero outside, 
for the reason that the sensitive pores 
u£ the skin contract under tho exposure 
bo as to make it a first rate protection. 


"As fur cold water baths, 1 deem them 


excellent for people of abundant vitality, 
but the trouble is that very many who 
take them are not strong enough to en- 
dure their effects. 
Nobody who is in 


the least delicate should c\er touch cold 
water for bathing purposes. In the case 
at a robust individual, tho blood driven 
from the surface of the body by cold 
water comes quickly rushing back again 
under the ministrations of a brisk rub 
and a delightful glow is felt. But a. 
weakly ix-ivm, whose vital organs are 
not sufficiently vigorous to send the 
blood swiftly lack to the superficial 
blood vessels, fails to experience the 
health betokening 'reaction' and is very 
apt to feel a faintness instead. How- 
ever, there are mild ways of taking cold 
water baths which do very well in win- 
ter, as well as in summer, for those who 
aie only moderately vigorous.'1 


"Such as what, doctor?" 
••The mildest process is simply to dip 


a towel in cold water and wet only one 
portion of the body at a time, taking the 
parts successively-first an arm, then a 
lv and so on until the ablution is com- 
pleted, each part being rubbed dry be- 
fore the next is moistened. In this way 
shock is avoided. For a reasonably 
.-troii" person the best plan is to use a 
towef sopped in cold water in the ordi- 
nary fashion, with a thorough rubbing, 
of course, to follow. But do not indulge 
in 'inv of tliis nonsense in the way of 
harsh" towels and flesh brushes, which 
merelv serve to get up a local irritation; 
soft towels are much better to rub with. 
A gentler method of cold bathing than 
the plunge, anil a very good one, is to 
stand up In the tub and squeeze a sponge 
over your head; a disadvantage of this 
plan is that it is rather too shhery to be 
comfortable. The kind of bath I usu- 
•illv advise, unless this patient is weakly, 
consists in going over the entire body, 
after getting up each morning, with a 
towel wrung "tit in cold water as quickly 
as possible, the dry rub following. In 
rubbing after a bath the attention should 
be given almost wholly to the limbs; the 
body circulation is active enough to take 
care of itself." 


'How about hotbathb'r" 
-'Hot baths should not be too hot, and 


they should not be stayed in long, else 
the ptfect v, ill lx to partially paralyze the 
little blood \csscl-i that form a network 
all over the body beneath the skin, thus 
disordering the circulation. You can 
see this effect for yourself by observing 
how quickly tho lingers become wrinkled 
at the extremities when held in hot 
water, the blood leaving the surface. 
The best time to take warm baths is at 
ni"ht, and two a week are plenty for the 
purpose of cleanliness. Bathing is fre- 
quently o\ei done by people who are over 
nice about their persons. Turkish baths 
should not be taken on cold days, unices 
the bather is very remarkably robust, 
andne\er more than once a week. I 
am not in favor of too much bathing.

Some Pacts Regarding the Im- 


provement of Our Highways, 
Which are of Especial Interest 
Just Now. 
The subject of improved hard roads is 


attracting nnusnal attention throughout 
the country. Stveral governors have 
called the attention of their legislatures 
to the matter, and the newspapers are 
discussing it as at least only second in 
importance to the ballot reform. Many 
experiments are reported and now light 
is being thrown on the whole subject. 
The most encouraging report made on 
the actual construction of hard roads 
comes from Bridgeport, Conn., where 
about 75 miles of macadamized road 18 
to 30 feet wide have just been completed 
at an average cost of 28cents a square yard- 
As indicating the correctness of this 
statement, it is shown that in the adja- 
cent town of Fairfield, where the haul of 
muteriiil is much longer, a contract has 
been let at 38 cents per square yard for 
constructing a permanent road 20 feet 
wide. On the Bridgeport roads men- 
tioned it is affirmed that an ordinary 
team can haul a three-ton net load at any 
season of the year; and parts of it over 
which an average of about 200 wagons 
and carts, carrying from forty to sixty 
hundred weights 
each, passed daily 


through the trying months of February 
and March last, showed no perceptible 
;«ir».iT 
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Is a concentrate vegetal lo extract and

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injury. The value of such a road as this 
is apparent, though practically inesti- 
mable. If Macon had as much within its 
entire territory as has been constructed 
in Bridgeport and vicinity, it would tell 
vastly on the value of all farm lands in 
the county, and on their products as well, 
not to mention ;the increased comfort of 
business and speed of travel.

The people of Decatur were startled 


this forenoon by the announcement in 
telegrams to Attorney I. A. Buckingham, 
that G. Davis Williams, the bachelor 
farmer and leading Democrat of Mt. 
Zion township, had committed suicide by 
shooting himself in the head with a re- 
volver. Coroner Bendnre was summoned 
to Mt. Zion by telegraph to hold the in- 
quest. The coroner and several Decatnr 
friends of the deceased and the BEPTJB- 
LICAN reporter took the first train to Mt. 
Zion, and were soon at the place of the 
suicide. It seems the deceased had been 
subject to fits of despondency of late, 
and the worst has 
been feared for 


some time. He has been brooding over 
his troubles 
in 
the 
courts. 
He 


did the rash deed at the residence of 
his only brother, Major K. T. Williams, 
where he has been living, the manage- 
ment of the farm being on half shares. 
When he came into the house last even- 
ing he seemed in an unusual jovial mood 
and romped and played with the children 
ror some rime before retiring, but the 
weight upon his mind was so heavy tha^, 
as it is generally snrmised, he took his 
own life in a moment of despair. He 
used a 32 calibre revolver and only iireil 
one chamber, the ball entering his tem- 
ple and coming out above his ear on the 
opposite side of the head. He left no 
statement as to his motive for commit- 
ting the rash deed, his property having 
been disposed of three years ago when 
he was thought to be dying. He was a 
Kentuckian by birth and was a bachelor 
about 42 years of age, slender and six 
feet tall. He was a man well liked by all 
his acquaintances; and, although he was 
a very intelligent, conscieriscious man, he 
was at times much too speedy in forming 
conclusions, being of a very quick, pas- 
sionate temperament. 


Coroner Bendure is holding an inquest 


this afternoon. 


The funeral will take place from the 


home of the deceased, south of Mt. Zion, 
to-morrow at noon, Rev. T. W. Pinkerton, 
of the Christian church, conducting the 
services. The body will be buried at Mt. 
Zion. 


CAUSE OF THE SUICIDE. 


It is generally admitted that the act of 


the deceased in taking his life in the 
manner described is due to the fact that 
he had been indicted by the grand jury 
at the September term, 1889, for bribery, 
in connection with a case that was before 
the grand jury in September, 1887, ot 
which Mr. Williams was a member. Pre- 
vious to September, '87, Chancy Tur- 
pin and John D. McCool had a dilHculty 
on the highway in Mt. Zion township, 
and the row generated considerable ill 
feeling. It was believed that the grand 
jury ot September, 1887, would indict 
Cuancy Tnrpin for assault to kill Mc- 
Cool, and the father of the young man| 
Scott Turpin, and others were anxious to 
let the matter drop. It is alleged that 
in some way on the day the grand jury 
adjourned G. D. Williams, member of the 
jury, hud an interview with Scott Turpin, 
from whom it ie alleged he received $f>0 
to be used to prevent the finding of an 
indictment aganst Cuancy. B it it ap- 
pears that the jury had previously con- 
sidered the matter and had voted not to 
find a bill against him. How the facts 
leaked out is not fully known, but at'the 
September term, 1889, both G. D. Wil- 
liams and Scott Turpin were indicted, 
and the case rgainst Williams was to 
have come up for trial on Thursday of 
this week. Judge Smith had been en- 
gaged to come here and preside at the 
trial. 


Ilia stated that ia all probability nei- 


ther Williams nor Tnrpin would have been 
convicted on the allegation in the indiet- 
mente. inasmuch as there would have 
been no proof that Williams had used the 
money among the jurymen. It is alleged 
that after Williams got the money from 
Turpin he visited a store, and then got 
into a buggy and went to his home in 
Mt. Zion township. 


It was a serious charge to bring against 


a man, and of course Williams brooded 
over the matter, and felt keenly the dis- 
grace resulting from the developments at 
the trial so close at hand. AH of his 
neighbors and friends had been sub- 
poenaed to testify m the ease. Over 200 
witnesses had been 
summoned. No 


doubt the suicide was awake all of last 
night thinking of the inevitable, and 
finally he resolved to kill himself. 


In conversation with 
an iniimate 


friend of the deceased to-day, a REPUBLI- 
CAN reporter was told that three weeks 
ago Williams asked his friend, "Is life 
worth living?" This remark made tuch 
an impression upon the friend that he 
went home and said to his wife that he 
expected to hear almost anything from 
Mt. Zion.

KINDNESS FOR ANIMALS. 


A Woman'! Life Devoted to Charity, from 


Which Sprang the Hoys' S. P. A. 


The will of the late Mrs. Rebecca Will- 


ing, widow of Dr. Charles Willing, and 
who was buried from her residence, near 
Jenkintown, recently, provides many 
charitable bequests. 


Conspicuous amoug the number is that 


to the "Young American 
Humane 


union," to which she gives her house, 
916 Spruce street, in "Portico row," for 
the maintenance of a reading room. 


Mrs. Willing was the daughter of Hon. 


3. L. Tillinghast, of Rhode Island, and 
at the time of her marriage was consid- 
ered one of the most beautiful women 
and one of the greatest belles of society 
in the eastern part of tiie United States. 
Endowed with great wealth and occu- 
pying high social position, she devoted 
herself to works of philanthropy. She 
founded, among other institutions, the 
h'rat day nursery in Philadelphia, if not 
in the country. But she had a special 
life work, a favorite theory and a pecu- 
liar form of benevolence. 
She did not 


believe that kindness was limited to the 
human race, but should be extended to 
the dumb creatures of the field and the 
domestic pets of the hearthstone. Her 
theory was preventive rather than re- 
parative. 
Instead of founding animal 


asylums, or hospitals, she believed in 
educating the masses from the tenderest 
age of childhood in humane principles, 
and was largely instrumental in inducing 
the board of public education to con- 
fine the teaching of kindness to the 
brute creation, as part of the course of 
ichool instruction, and to supply, with 
the smallest possible encroachment upon 
time, and without expense to theschools, 
the simple system of humane education, 
which has been already accepted by 
teachers and directors in many sections, 
comprising great numbers of schools. 
In. this work she was the pioneer in this 
country. 


Encouraged by the principal and the 


directors of the Locust street schools, in 
1871 
she formed a society among the 


boys of the Grammar school, with the 
watchwords, 
"Reverence, 
Kindness, 


Courage," and with the purpose of culti- 
vating among themselves habits of kind- 
ness, as well as protecting from cruelty 
whatever needed their care. 
It was 


called the ''Boys' Society for the Protec- 
tion of Animals," and held occasional 
school meetings, under the guidance of 
the principal, who was president of the 
branch in his own school. 


There was recitation or reading of hu- 


mane literature sucli as Longfellow's 
poem, "The Alarm Bell of Am;" the 
manner, the color of which represented 
that branch,was hung up, new members 
were enrolled by the presentation of a 
jadge, there was a short address, and 
:)ooks, pap€-rs and cards were distributed 
'or home reading. This simple organi- 
sation gradually extended with the sanc- 
tion of teac-liers and directors and the 
itreiitiou-, efforts of Jlrs. Willing to 
,<'\en boys'grammar schools, carrying 
mniane literature to thousands of homes. 
\ reading room \\as provided where 
nany excellent books and magazines 
could be eiijo\ed in the intervals of 
si hool hours and on holidays, and the 


Hoys' S. 1'. A." became a source of in- 


terest and enjoynu nt as well as an influ- 
'tice for good. 


About the same time the Band of Mer- 


:y movement \\ as organized in England, 
and during the next eighteen months 
•apidly extended. In the meantime Hon. 
leorge T. Angell and Rev. Thomas Tira- 
mms introduced the English Band of 
Mercy into tlio schools and homes of 
New England, and the Boys' society, 
ounded in Philadelphia by Mrs. Willing, 
ollowed their action by establishing one 


this city, which within three years 


lad reached a membership of 8.000, 
gathered by their own efforts and those 


f the committee of ladies, under the 
•adersliip of Mrs. Willing; working witfi 
hem in mission schools, orphan homes, 
>unday scools of all denominations and 
public schools. The membership of the 
boys' society being equally large, and its 
earlier members having come to man- 
hood, the two departments were in 1884 
consolidated under the name of "The 
Young American Humane union." 
Its 


members, l>elie\ing humane education 
to lie the most important part of the 
v, oik of mercy, direct their efforts main- 
ly to this object, and seek its further- 
ance by all the means in their power, 
having the linn conviction that every 
step in teaching mercy is a step to pre- 
vent crime. -Philadelphia Press. 


' Quilt PriMirta.- 


The day is not far distant when quails 


will be preserved in every state in the 
Union, and the privilege to shoot them 
over a given territory will be paid for in 
good sums. Indeed, there are already 
established in this country quite a num 
her of preserves where the right to shoo 
is purchased. At present there is no 
great necessity for preserves, as the 
shooting is almost unlimited without it 
Still there are number of places where 
thousands of acres are let to clubs, anc 
these furnish a man to patrol the 
grounds occasionally, provide food, anc 
in bad weather suitable shelter for the 
birds. The birds breed so rapidly an< 
prosper so well under good treiitmen1 


that the fashion for quail preserves is 
taking a firm hold, and in time will be- 
come quite general.—Chicago Times.
